In  November  2016,  the  show  announced  that  it 
will  be  moving  its  production  from  Florida  to  California  by  way  of  the  expanded  tax  credit  program  that  went  into 
effect  in  2015.  The  show's  third  season  is  currently  filming  in  the  Greater  Los  Angeles  area. 

MIHH  was  established  in  2011,  and  since  then,  five  of  the  honorees  have  gone  on  to  win  Oscars  for  Best  Picture  or 
Best  Animated  Feature:  "The  Artist,"  "Argo,"  "Frozen,"  "Big  Hero  6"  and  "Inside  Out."  In  addition,  each  summer,  the 
Made  in  Hollywood  Honors  recognizes  Emmy-nominated  television  productions  made  in  California.
